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Countdown  to  amnesty 

‘ Stringent  ’  amnesty  program  draws  complaints  from  social  workers  and  lawyers

In  less  than  three  weeks,  il¬ 
legal  aliens  will  have  a  chance  to 
step  out  of  years  of  hiding  and 
begin  leading  normal  lives. 

Under  a  sweeping  amnesty 
program  through  the  Immigra¬ 
tion  Reform  and  Control  Act  of 
1986,  aliens  are  offered  a  glim¬ 
mer  of  hope  in  getting  legal 
residency  and,  ultimately, 
citizenship. 

But  the  mechanism  for  getting 
this  prized  footing  in  American 
society  won’t  be  an  easy  one. 
The  catchword  among  some 
social  workers  and  immigration 
lawyers  is  “confusion.” 

“It’s  a  mess,”  said  Andrew 
Leong,  Chinatown  outreach 
lawyer  for  the  Greater  Boston 
Legal  Services.  “There  are  a  lot 
of  different  rules  flying  around 
and  no  one  seems  to  know 
what’s  going  on.” 

Thomas  Huang,  also  an  im¬ 
migration  lawyer,  said, 
“Amnesty  may  seem  quite 
beneficial,  but  on  the  other 
hand,  it’s  going  to  take  a  lot  of 
doing  on  the  part  of  aliens  and 
attorneys.” 

The  round  of  applications 
begins  May  5  and  will  continue 
until  May  4,  1988.  It  will  be  a 
one-shot  deal  to  get  lawful  status 
for  aliens  who  entered  the  coun¬ 


try  before  January  l,  1982. 

“The  IRC  A  is  a  complex  web 
of  compromises  where  nobody 
got  everything  he  wanted,”  said 
Jim  Aldrich,  executive  director 
of  the  International  Institute. 
“There  are  a  lot  of  different  opi¬ 
nions  on  how  the  act  should  be 


end  up  being  very  chaotic.” 

Larry  Shapiro,  chairman  of 
the  local  chapter  of  the 
American  Immigration  Lawyers 
Association,  said  at  the  press 
conference,  “The  restrictive 
nature  of  the  regulations  are  so 
astounding  that  it  arouses  my

interpreted.” 

At  a  press  conference  last 
week,  members  of  the 
Massachusetts  Immigration  and 
Refugee  Advocacy  Coalition  up¬ 
braided  the  Immigration  and 
Naturalization  Service’s  draft 
of  regulations  that  will  govern 
the  amnesty  program. 

“It’s  our  view  the  regulations 
are  undermining  congressional 
intent  and  making  amnesty  dif¬ 
ficult  for  illegal  aliens  and  social 
service  agencies,”  said  Frank 
Sharry,  co-director  of  Centro 
Presente. 

“The  INS  and  Congress  are 
going  to  have  to  do  a  lot  of  work 
between  now  and  the  end  of  this 
month  to  make  this  a  palatable 
program  .  .  .,”  said  Sharry. 
“Otherwise,  it’s  our  fear  it  will 


sense  of  anger.” 

But  Timothy  Whelan,  INS 
deputy  director  of  New 
England,  rebuffed  the  sharp 
criticism,  saying  that  many  of 
the  requirements  are  quite 
liberal.  And  Whelan  thinks  there 
will  be  few  changes  between  the 
draft  regulations  circulating  now 
and  the  final  regulations  due  at 
the  end  of  this  month. 

Attorney  Huang  also  com¬ 
plained,  “Some  illegal  aliens 
wonder  if  the 
application 
will  be  con¬ 
fidential  or 
whether  this  is 
simply  a 
trap.” 


Civil  Service  upholds  year 
suspension  of  police  officer 


The  Civil  Service  Commis¬ 
sion  last  month  upheld  a  Boston 
Police  decision  to  suspend 
Detective  Francis  G.  Kelly  from 
the  force  for  one  year  without 
pay  because  of  his  role  in  the 
brutal  arrest  of  Long  Guang 
Huang  in  1985. 

The  five-person  commission 
unamimously  concurred  with  a 
police  decision  handed  down  on 
Sept.  6,  1985  that  forced  Kelly 
to  leave  the  police  as  a  penalty 
for  using  excessive  force  in  ar¬ 
resting  Huang  and  filing  a 
falsified  report. 

The  commission’s  vote  comes 
almost  nine  months  after  it  heard 
an  appeal  filed  by  Kelly  to  over¬ 
turn  the  police  suspension. 

Kelly  took  Huang  into  custody 
in  1985  for  solicitation  in  an  ar¬ 
rest  that  left  Huang’s  face  bruis¬ 
ed  and  swollen. 

The  incident  sparked  an 
uproar  in  the  Asian  community, 
which  accused  Kelly  of  police 
brutality.  Huang  was  later  ac¬ 
quitted  for  solicitation  charges. 


During  a  highly-publicized  in¬ 
ternal  hearing,  the  Boston  Police 
found  that  Kelly  violated  police 
rules  and  handed  down  a  one- 
year  suspension  for  each  viola¬ 
tion  which  Kelly  served 
simultaneously. 

Kelly,  who  sought  to  recover 
lost  back  pay  and  a  minimizing 
of  the  suspension,  claimed  there 
were  procedural  violations  dur¬ 
ing  the  police  hearing.  But 
Pamela  E.  Melton,  general 
counsel  to  the  commission, 
dismissed  those  arguments  in  a 
report. 

Her  report  strongly  chided 
Kelly,  saying,  “In  his  attempt  to 
control  Long  Guang  Huang,  Ap¬ 
pellant  Kelly  applied  force  to 
such  an  extent  that  his  conduct 
offended  the  sensibilities  of 
reasonable  persons.” 

Huang,  meanwhile,  filed  a  $1 
million  lawsuit  against  the  city 
of  Boston  and  Kelly  in  the  U.S. 
District  Court  seeking  redress 
for  violating  his  civil  rights  and 
for  inflicting  physical  harm. 
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Age  doesn’t  hinder  young  politician 


What  started  out  as  a  budding  interest 
in  politics  perhaps  took  Eugene  Ellis  Lee 
further  than  what  he  first  imagined. 

Last  month  the  19-year-old  student  of 
Harvard  University  was  elected  to  the 
Lexington  town  meeting.  He  serves  as  the 
youngest  elected  official  in  the  town. 

“I  think  getting  involved  helps  me  to 
learn,”  says  Lee,  a  junior  studying 
economics.  “This  is  better  than  sitting  in 
a  lecture  class.” 


Lee’s  appointment  to  public  office  has 
opened  the  door  to  other  pursuits.  “I’m 
very  interested  in  public  policy.  I  know 
I’d  like  to  get  involved  in  it  in  some 
capacity  after  I  get  out  of  school.” 

Lee,  who  has  mulled  over  law  school 


and  medical  school,  now  looks  at  the 
possibility  of  helping  Gov.  Michael 
Dukakis  in  his  campaign  for  president. 

First  interested  in  national  politics, 
Lee’s  curiosity  about  government  became 
localized  when  he  worked  as  a  legislative 
intern  for  Representative  Stephan  Doran 
last  year.  “I  really  like  Lexington,”  says 
Lee.  “It’s  a  beautiful  place.  I  guess  some 
of  my  political  interest  grew  out  of  my  in¬ 
terest  in  the  environment.” 

Today  he  is  concerned  about  issues  that 
range  from  the  use  of  open  space,  hous¬ 
ing,  and  transportation  to  the  quality  of 
educatin.  He  sits  on  the  Joint  Regional 
Transportation  Committee,  an  advisory 
committee  serving  the  state  Transporta¬ 
tion  Department. 

“I  don’t  think  my  age  is  a  handicap,” 
insists  Lee.  “Oftentimes  people  go  out  of 
their  way  to  give  me  advice.  I  think  by 
being  young  I  can  be  a  little  more  pro¬ 
vocative.” 

The  student  says  his  family  “think  it’s 
great”  he  entered  politics.  Lee’s  parents 
immigrated  to  the  U.S.  from  Taiwan 
before  Lee  was  bom.  He  is  the  second 
Asian  on  the  town  meeting.  The  first  is 
Chang  Chih  Chao. 

Lee  claims  that  politics  has  not  taken  its 
toll  on  his  studying.  “Most  of  the  work 
has  really  just  started,”  Lee  says.  “I 
decided  I  could  handle  it,  but  it  does  put  a 
strain  on  things.” 

The  Harvard  student  says  he  began  to 
think  about  his  campaign  last  December. 
“Town  politics  is  pretty  low-key,”  says 
Lee,  adding  that  the  extent  of  his

A  new  trial  is  scheduled  start 
for  Ronald  Ebens,  the  accused 
assailant  of  Vincent  Chin,  whose 
death  came  to  symbolize  the 
mounting  problem  of  anti-Asian 
violence  nationwide. 

Ebens  was  convicted  of 
violating  Chin’s  civil  rights  in 
1984  in  a  U.S.  Circuit  Court  in 
Michigan.  But  his  25-year 
prison  sentenced  was  suspended 
when  a  circuit  court  appeals 
panel  overturned  the  conviction 
saying  Ebens  did  not  receive  a 
fair  trial. 

Ebens,  who  has  never  spent  a 
day  in  jail  for  his  attack  on  Vi-

that  left  him  brain  dead,  will 
return  to  a  federal  court  in  Cin¬ 
cinnati  on  April  21. 

Ebens,  an  auto  worker,  pur¬ 
sued  Chin  on  July  19,  1982  after 
confronting  him  with  racial 
epithets  in  a  bar.  Ebens  finally 
caught  up  with  Chin  and  clob¬ 
bered  him  that  night  with  a 
baseball  bat.  Chin,  who  was 
brain  dead,  was  removed  from 
life  support  systems  and  died 
several  days  later. 

Observors  say  Ebens  mistook 
Chin  as  a  Japanese  and  accused 
him  of  causing  the  layoff  of  auto 
workers.

Two  organizations  apply  for  housing  grant 


Wang  stars  as  king 

Shanghai  actor  Luoyang 
Wang  will  be  playing  the  lead 
role  this  month  in  the  musical 
“The  King  and  I”  at  the 
Wheelock  Family  Theater  in 
Boston. 

Wang,  who  has  appeared  in 
theater,  films,  and  television  in 
China  and  taught  at  the  Shanghai 
Drama  Institute,  will  play  the 
part  of  the  king  in  the  Rogers 
and  Hammerstein’s  classic.

Two  organizations  controlling 
housing  projects  that  affect 
Asians  in  Boston  are  applying  to

The  Chinese  Economic 
Development  Council  and  the 
Allston-Brighton  Community 
Development  Corporation  have 
applied  for  the  first  round  of 
grants  along  with  22  other  non¬ 
profit  groups  in  the  Boston  area. 

Only  five  or  six  recipients  will 
be  chosen  among  this  field  of  ap¬ 
plicants  at  the  end  of  this  month, 
said  a  spokesman  for  the 
Neighborhood  Development 
Support  Collaborative,  which 
has  pledged  to  offer  grants  for 
five  years. 

Funding  will  help  nonprofit 
organizations  upgrade  their 
management  of  housing  ven¬ 
tures,  thus  improving  their  abili¬ 
ty  to  create  new  housing. 

The  CEDC,  which  operates 
Oxford  Place,  plans  to  construct 
new  rental  units  in  its  31  Beach 
Street  building. 

The  Allston-Brighton  CDC  is 
turning  buildings  on  Carol 
Avenue  in  Brighton  into  limited 
equity  cooperatives  that  will 
benefit  low-income  Cambodian 
families  who  faced  eviction  from 
the  building.
